(b) A homerun rope laid out on the playing surface connected to the plurality 
of ropes to delineate a distance required for a ball to be hit to be scored as 
a homerun; 

(c) A plurality of markers connected to the playing surface and to the plurality 
or ropes to delineate the distance required for a ball to be hit to be scored 
as a single, a double or a triple; 

(d) A home plate marker set onto the playing surface and connected to the 
plurality of ropes; (and) 

(e) A strike zone comprising a material adapted to be received on a frame 
whereby the material for the strike zone also comprises a carrying bag for 
all items comprising the portable playing field with all the ropes being 
adjustable to fit the playing surface and the players' age and skill levels . 

A clean copy of amended Claim 3 is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 

REMARKS 

The examiner rejected pending Claim 3. Claim 3 has been amended and is now pending 
in this application. 

In the Office Action mailed May 25, 2005, the examiner stated the following about the 
pending claim: 

The existing claim language merely calls for a series of 
ropes, a home plate marker and strike zone material which can be 
used as a bag for storing material. The existing claim language is 
broad and non-descriptive. If the existing claim language were 
allowed and one chose to layout a baseball field and then practice 
with the device of Magazzu , the player would technically be 
infringing the claim. 



EXHIBIT A 



(Amended) A portable playing field to be used for playing a plastic ball and bat 
game comprising: 

(a) a plurality of ropes laid out on a playing surface for delineating foul lines 
for the game. 

(b) A homerun rope laid out on a playing surface connected to the plurality of 
ropes to delineate a distance required for a ball to be hit to be scored as a 
homerun; 

(c) A plurality of markers connected to the playing surface and to the plurality 
or ropes to delineate the distance required for a ball to be hit to be scored 
as a single, a double or a triple; 

(d) A home plate marker set onto the playing surface and connected to the 
plurality of ropes; (and) 

(e) A strike zone comprising a material adapted to be received on a frame 
whereby the material for the strike zone also comprises a carrying bag for 
all items comprising the portable playing field with all the ropes being 
adjustable to fit the playing surface and the players' age and skill levels.
